Lancaster Monday February 1st 1808. 


The Governor this day approved and signed the following 
Acts and Resolution of the General Assembly, and the Secre- 
tary of the Commonwealth returned the same to the respec- 


tive Houses in which they originated—Vizt. 


1st. An Act supplementary to an Act, entitled, An Act for 
establishing the seat of Justice in the County of Tioga and 
for other purposes. 

2d. An Act to declare certain parts of Muddy Creek in 
the County of Crawford, a public highway. 

34, An Act declaring part of Lackawaxen Creek, in Wayne 
County a public highway. 

4th, An Act granting Samuel Hoockooger a tract of Dona- 
tion Land. 

5th, An Act to confirm to certain persons holding an Island 
in the River Delaware, their title to the same. 

6th. An Act to alter an Act entitled “An Act to erect the 
Town of Harrisburg in the County of Dauphin into a Borough. 

7th, An Act to incorporate the Evangelical Lutheran Con- 
gregation of St. Johns Church in the City and vicinity of 
Philadelphia. 

Sth, An Act granting a tract of Donation land to James 
Norris. 

9th, A resolution directing the distribution of the copies of 
the Laws passed in the first Session of the ninth Congress. 


Wednesday February 34 1808. 


The fine of twenty dollars which was imposed upon John 
Gelvin by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of the 
peace in January 1808, upon his being convicted of fornica- 
tion and Bastardy, was this day remitted by the Governor. 





Thursday, February 4, 1808. 


The Governor this day approved and signed the following 
Acts of the General Assembly, and the Secretary of the Com- 
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monwealth, returned the same to the House of Representatives 
in which they originated. 

Vizt. ist. An Act declaring part of Wallenpaupack Creek 
in Wayne County a public highway. 

2nd, An Act, to enable the Trustees of the German Lutheran 
Congregation of the township of Albany and Linn in Berks 
and Northampton Counties, to convey to the Trustees of the 
German Reformed Congregation an equal right to a church 
and tract of land therein described. 

3rd, An Act for the further relief of Charles Thompson. 

4th, An Act for the relief of Thos. Cox. 

5th, An Act to raise by way of Lottery a sum of Money 
for the purpose of purchasing a burial ground for the Society 
of Uneversalists in the City of Philaa., and to pay a debt by 
them, Contracted in the building a house for public worship 
and the finishing the same. 

6th, An Act establishing an Academy in the Borough of 
Union Town in the County of Fayette—and 

7th, An Act authorising the Court of Quarter Sessions of 
Indiana County to direct a review of that part of the State 
Road leading from Blair’s Gap to the Western boundary line 
of the State which lies between the Town of Indiana and 
the Seventh Mile-tree West-ward. 


Friday Feb. 5, 1808. 


A Pardon was this day granted to James Boggs—who was 
convicted of an Assault with an intention to Murder, and 
sentenced by the Mayors Court of Philadelphia, on the fifth 
day of November 1807—to undergo nine months imprison- 
ment at hard labour and fined in the sum of ten Dollars with 
costs of suit &ca, 





Saturday, February 6th, 1808. 


In compliance with a respectable recommendation the Gover- 
nor this day appointed and Commissioned Samuel Hepburn 
Esqr. to be Prothonotary of the Middle district of the Su- 
preme Court of this Commonwealth, composed of the Counties 
of York, Adams, Dauphin, Cumberland, Franklin, Hunting- 
don, Mifflin, Northumberland, Luzerne, Lycoming, Centre, 
Clearfield, McKean, Potter and Tioga, under the authority of 
an Act of General Assembly of the 10th day of April, 1807. 
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Monday February 8th 1808. 


The Governor this day granted pardons to the following 
named persons—Vizt. 

In favor of Rachel Smith and Sarah Augustus who were 
severally convicted of Assault and Battery, and sentenced 
by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of the peace, of 
Philadelphia County in December 1807, the first named to pay 
a fine of Fifty Cents, and the latter a fine of four Dollars, 
with costs of suit ete. 

In favor of James MeMullen who was convicted of Larceny 
and sentenced by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of 
the peace of the County of Philadelphia in September 1807— 
to three Months imprisonment at hard labour and fined in 
the sum of two dollars and fifty Cents with cost of Suit &ca. 

In favor of William Hart who was convicted of keeping a 
Tipling House and sentenced by the Court of General Quarter 
Sessions of the County of Northumberland, in April 1807—to 
pay a fine of ten Pounds with cost of suit &ca, 

In favor of William McKinley who was convicted of an 
Assault with an intent to commit Buggery, and sentenced by 
the Court of General Quarter Sessions of the peace of the 
County of Cumberland to undergo one year imprisonment at 
hard labor and fined one dollar with cost of suit &ca. 

The Commissioners Cadwallender Evans, Jun. John Lyon & 
Joseph Hiester, Esq. appointed under the Act of General 
Assembly entitled, An Act for the More speedy and effectual 
collection of certain debts due to this Commonwealth, passed 
the nineteenth of March last, having made to the Governor, 
in compliance with the said Act an additional Report of 
certain Lands which were of the Estate of the late John 
Nicholson dee. and upon which it appears that the State has 
a Lien with the rates and sums at which they have valued 
them, the Governor thereupon issued a Commission under the 
provisions of the said Act directéd to the said Cadwallader 
Evans, John Lyon, and Joseph Heister authorising them to 
Sell pursuant to said Act so much of the Lands contained in 
the Schedule annexed to the said Report as is therein desig- 
nated to be of the Estate of the late John Nicholson de- 
ceased and requiring them to make such report of their pro- 
ceedings as is enjoined in and by the said Act of Assembly.

The Secretary of the Commonwealth by direction of the 
Governor, this day laid before the House of Representatives 
two several reports with the accompanying drafts made to 
him by the Commissioners appointed under an Act entitled 
“An Act for exploring and making a road from the point 
where the Coshecton and Great bend turnpike passes through 
Moosic Mountain in a Western direction to the West line of 
the State” which drafts and reports when the two Houses 
Shall have done with them, it was the Governors request 
that they may be returned to the Secretary's Office. 





Friday, February 12th 1808. 

The Secretary of the Commonwealth agreeably to the di- 
rections of an Act of the General Assembly entitled “An Act 
directing the mode of taking ‘testimony in cases of complaint 
against Justices of the Peace’ this day laid before the House 
of Representatives sundry depositions, cross examinations and 
interrogatories taken in the case of Jacob Adams Esq., one of 
the Justices of the peace of the County of Adams, taken 
before William Gilliland Esq., one of the Associate Judges of 
the Court of Common pleas, of the said County, of which 
communication information was at the same time given to 
the Speaker of the Senate. The Governor this day approved 
of the nomination and appointments of James Oellers John 
Shaw and Silas Wilson of the City and County of Phila- 
delphia as Commissioners to superintend the drawing of a 
Lottery instituted by John Biddis (since deceased) under the 
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Authority of an Act of General Assembly passed the twentieth 
day of January 1806 for vending certain patent Rights.

A pardon was this day granted to Andrew Thompson, who 
was convicted of a riot and an Assault and Battery, and 
sentenced by the Mayors Court of Philadelphia, on the ninth 
of February 1808, to one Month’s imprisonment at hard labour 
and fined in the sum of forty Dollars with costs of Suit etc.

Sth An Act to raise by way of Lottery a Sum of Money for 
the purpose of erecting a school-house for the use of the 
joint Lutheran and reformed Congregation at the Union 
Church in White hall Township, in the County of North- 
ampton, and to defray the expences of said Church. 
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9th An Act granting Joseph Gwyn the depreciation of his 
pay as a soldier. 

10th An Act to raise by way of Lottery a sum not exceeding 
four thousand dollars for purchasing a Lot or Lots of 
Ground building a school house and house of Religious 
Worship thereon, in the Borough of Bedford.

Dover, February 15, 1808. 
Sir :— 

I have the honor to transmit you herewith a resolution of 
the General Assembly of the State vf Delaware disapproving 
the amendment proposed by the General Assembly of the 
State of Vermont to the Constitution of the United States, 
so as “to empower the President of the United States to remove 
from office, any of the Judges of the Courts of the United 
States upon address to him made for that purpose by a 
Majority of the House of Representatives and two thirds of 
the Senate in Congress assembled,” and in obedience to the 
said resolution to request you to oppose the proposed amend- 
ment.

Agreeably to the 
Constitution of the said Commonwealth, signed by the Speaker 
of the Senate, and by the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives was this day presented to him—and thereupon he 
was introduced by a joint Committee to both Houses of 
the Legislature, in the Chamber of the House of Represent- 
atives, and being seated in the front of the speakers, the 
Oaths required by the Constitution and Laws were admin- 
istered to him in due form by the Speaker of the Senate, 
in the presence of the Members of the Senate, and the Speaker 
and Members of the House of Representatives, which oaths 
were taken and subscribed by the Governor in the said 
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Chamber of the House of Representatives.—Proclamation of 
the said Election having been duly made, and the Governor 
being duly qualified as aforesaid, he addressed both Houses 
of the Legislature, and then retired to his Chamber, ac- 
companied by the said Committee, 

Agreeably to the fifteenth section of the second article of 
the Constitution of this Commonwealth, the Governor ap- 
pointed Nathaniel B. Boileau, Esquire, Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth and he was commissioned accordingly. 

The Governor taking into consideration the affairs of the 
Commonwealth, this day issued a proclamation under the 
Great Seal of the State in the following words to Wit.

Whereas the Speaker and Members of the Senate, and 
Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
have duly certified, that the said Speaker of the Senate, did 
on the nineteenth day of December, instant in the Chamber 
of the House of Representatives, in the Borough of Lan- 
easter open, publish, the returns of the late Election of a 
Governor of the said Commonwealth, in the presence of both 
Houses of the Legislature conformably to the Constitution 
of the said Commonwealth, and that upon counting the votes 
by a Teller appointed from each House it appeared that 
Simon Snyder had a Majority of Votes: Whereupon the said 
Simon Snyder, was declared to be duly elected Governor of 
the said Commonwealth, and having first taken the oaths of 
Office was accordingly on this twentieth day of December 
proclaimed Governor thereof. 

Now in pursuance of the power and trust to the Governor 
of this Commonwealth, by the Constitution, and laws granted 
and confided, and for preventing all failures in the admin- 
istration of Justice I the said Simon Snyder, have deemed 
it expedient to issue this proclamation hereby confirming all 
appointments made, and all Commissions heretofore lawfully 
issued for the term of three months from the date of these 
presents, unless the said appointments and Commissions shall 
be sooner superseded and annulled. 
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And I do further direct and enjoin all public Officers en- 
gaged in the several Departments of the Government to 
proceed with diligence and fidelity in the performance and 
execution of their respective stations, so as most effectually 
tec promote and secure the interest, peace and safety of the 
Commonwealth.

A Message from the Governor was this day presented to 
both Houses of the Legislature by the Deputy Secretary, in- 
forming the Senate and House of Representatives of the ap- 
pointment of Nathaniel B. Boileau, Esquire, as Secretary of 
the Commonwealth agreeably to the fifteenth section of the 
second article of the Constitution. 

A Bond executed by William Dickson and his surety 
Samuel Humes, in the sum of one thousand dollars, dated this 
day, conditioned for faithfully printing and delivering agree- 
ably to his contract the usual number of copies of the Journal 
of the Senate, was received, approved and filed.

at the last term, to fifteen months imprisonment at hard 
labour & to pay costs, ete. 
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A Bond and Recognizance entered into by Jacob Merkle 
Sheriff of the County of Franklin and his sureties, John 
Creamer and Jacob Deckert, dated the thirtieth of November 
last in the sum of ten thousand six hundred and sixty six 
dollars, and sixty seven cents, conditioned for faithfully 
executing the said Office according to law—was this day ap- 
proved by the Governor.

Monday April 10th, 1809. 


The Governor this day appointed and Commissioned the 
following named Gentlemen to the Offices annexed to their 
Names respectively that is to say, James McGuire Prothonotary 
and Clerk of the Orphans Court Clerk of the Court of General 
Quarter Sessions of the peace, and Clerk of the Courts of 
Oyer and Terminer, and General Jail Delivery holden by the 
Judges of the Court of Common pleas. also Register for the 
probate of Wills, and granting Letters of Administration, 
and Recorder of Deeds in and for the County of Cambria in 
the room of Edward V. James, whose resignation of the Said 
Office has been accepted. 

Amos Slaymaker of the County of Lancaster—John G. Bull 
of the County of Chester, and Anthony Hinckle of the County 
of York Esqr Commissioners to lay out and mark a Road 
beginning at the Strasburg Road near John G. Parks 
House, in the County of Chester the nearest and _ best 
route to McCalls Ferry on the Susquehanna River, and 
from thence to the Maryland line, in a direction toward the 
City of Washington, and also to mark and lay out, a State 
Road to begin at the intersection of the Marlborough Street, 
and Newport roads, in the Township of West Marlborough, 
Chester County, and from thence the nearest and best route, 
so as to intersect the above road at or near, McCalls Ferry, 
aforesaid and also to deposit drafts of the Said roads in the 
office of the Clerk of the Court of General Quarter Sessions 
of the peace of the respective Counties of Chester, Lancaster, 
and York, under the authority of an Act of the General As- 
sembly passed the twenty second day of March last. 

A Circular letter was this day written by the Governor 
to the Executives of the Several States, in the Union inclosing 
the proceedings of the General Assembly, in the Cause of 
Gideon Olmstead and others against Elizabeth Sergeant and 
Esther Waters Executrixes of David Rittenhouse deceased late 
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Treasurer of this State, and a resolution involving a general 
principle of the deepest interest to the Several States, com- 
posing the Union, in their local Sovereign capacities, and pro- 
posing an amendment to the Constitution of the United States, 
to prevent in future, a collision of power, such as has for 
thirty years past, partially disturbed the harmony, which 
ought to subsist between the General Government, and its 
component parts, and requesting that the same may, be laid 
before the Legislatures of the Several States for their con- 
currence and adoption. Whereas the Governor in a Com- 
munication to the Legislature has represented that the Su- 
preme Court of the United States had ordered a peremptory 
mandamus to be issued in the Suit of Gideon Olmstead, and 
others vers Elizabeth Sergeant and Esther Water Executrixes 
of the late Mr. Rittenhouse, and that immediate application 
will be made to Richard Peters Judge of the district Court 
of Pennsylvania, for an execution against the persons, and 
effects of the Said Elizabeth Sergeant, and Esther Waters; 
or that rather an attachment against their persons will be 
the compulsory, process adopted, on the occasion. And that 
in conformity to the provisions of an Act of Assembly, passed 
the second of April, one thousand eight hundred and three it 
becomes the duty of the executive to protect the property and 
persons of the Said Executive, against such process; And 
Whereas the causes and reasons, which have produced this 
conflict between the State and General Government, should be 
made known not only that the State may be justified to 
her Sister States, who are equally interested in the preserva- 
tion of the State Rights, but to evince to the Government of 
the United States, that the Legislature in resisting encroach- 
ments on their rights are not acting in a spirit of hostility 
to the legitimate powers of the United States Courts, but 
are actuated by a disposition to compromise and guard against 
future collisions of power by an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion; And that whilst they are contending for the rights of 
the State that it will be attributed to a desire of preserving 
the Federal Government itself, the best features of which 
must depend upon keeping up a just balance, between the 
General and State Governments as guaranteed by the Con- 
stitution. 


Be it therefore known that the present unhappy dispute 
has arisen out of the following circumstances: That on the 
night of the sixth of September, one thousand seven hun- 
dred and seventy eight. Gideon Olmstead being a prisoner 
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on board the armed Sloop Active bound to New York on the 
passage prevailed on three of the Seamen to assist him in 
endeavoring to take the Said Sloop, from the Captain and 
the rest of the crew, and to carry her into an American port. 
In pursuance of this bold and hazardous design they secured 
the Captain and crew under deck and contemplated and con- 
templated running the Sloop into Egg-Harbour A Considerable 
contest then arose, between those under and and those on 
deck, for the Command of the vessel. 


On the eighth of September they were boarded by the 
brigantine Convention, fitted out by the State of Pennsylvania 
Commanded by Captain Thomas Houston and in a very Short 
time after the Sloop Active was thus seized by the Con- 
vention the privateer sloop LeGerard of Philadelphia com- 
manded by Captain James Josiah hove in Sight. The prize 
was brought into the Port of Philadelphia, and was libelled 
in the Court of Admiralty of the State on the fourteenth of 
September. Captain Thomas Houston for the State, himself 
and Crew claimed one half, Capain James Josiah commander 
of the privateer Sloop Le-Gerard, for himself crew and owners, 
as consolt of the Convention and as in sight at the time of 
the Capture claimed one fourth, allowing one fourth for the 
four persons who first rose upon the Crew of the Sloop Ac- 
tive. Gideon Olmstead and his companions claimed the whole 
alledging that they had risen on the Captain and Crew had 
confined them in the Cabin, had assumed the whole Command 
and direction of the Sloop, and where proceeding towards Egg 
Harbor, with the Captain and Crew subjected and reduced, 
when the Said Sloop was seized by the brigantine Convention. 
And the great question for decision was, whether Gideon 
Olmstead had subdued the Captain and crew of the Active, or 
whether hostilities had ceased when the Convention and Le- 
Gerard came up with her. 


The Court of Admiralty is the appropriate Court, for the 
trial and decision of all causes of prize. But how that Court 
shall be constituted, must depend upon the will of the Nation 
or State to which it belongs. The Legislature, are however 
inclined to believe that the interposition of a jury in Admiralty 
causes was peculiar to some of the American States and a 
remarkable instance of a departure from the usage of Nations. 
It was however bottomed on the following Resolution of 
Congress of November the twenty fifth, one thousand seven 
hundred and seventy five “That it be recommended to the 
Several Legislatures of the United Colonies as soon as pos- 
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sible, to erect Courts of Justice or give Jurisdiction to the 
Courts now in being, for the purpose of determining concern- 
ing the Captures to be made as aforesaid and to provide that 
all trials in such case, be had by a J ury under such qualifica- 
tions as to the respective Legislatures shall Seem expedient. 
That in all cases an appeal shall be allowed to the Congress 
or such person or persons as they shall appoint for the trial 
of appeals &ca, 


However incidental the question of prize or cases of cap- 
tures May be to Sovereign power the principle cannot apply 
in its full extent to the imperfect Sovereignty exercised by 
the United States Their authority was gradually acquired 
by the consent or acquiescence, of the States, and where it 
was thus acquired the exigencies of the New formed Union, 
required that it should be deemed legitimate, though never 
expressly assented to The power of establishing Courts of 
Admiralty they never assumed The inference therefore is 
forcible that they had not the power, or why recommend to 
the States to establish Courts of Admiralty, if by virtue of 
their newly acquired sovereignty they could themselves have 
established them. If they could not erect Courts of Admiralty 
jurisdiction in the first instance. they could not without the 
Consent of the State erect the appellate Court. The State 
which established the Admiralty Court, Must likewise possess 
the power to regulate the appellate jurisdiction, from its de- 
crees. And by the assent of the State the appellate juris- 
diction was at their own requisition given to Congress where 
the interest, and Safety of the Union required it Should 
be deposited but under certain restrictions. The Admiralty 
Court being the Court of all nations has by the usage of 
Nations, been governed by the rules and principles of the 
civil law. It has always proceeded without a jury; and 
from its decrees on an appeal the facts as well as the 
law, have always been subject to re-examination. But 
When Congress recommended the decision of facts, in that 
Court by a Jury, Strangely departing from the usage of 
Nations the consequence inevitably followed that the facts 
established by the jury could never be re-examined on 
an Appeal. The party dissatisfied might have applied for 
a new trial, but there is no other way of reversing the 
facts, determined by a jury—When therefore Congress 
recommended that the trial in such cases should be by Jury. 
from the uniform course of proceeding in such trials, it is at 
least presumable, they did not intend by reserving an appeal 
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that the facts, should be re-examined and the only fair or 
consistent construction, would be that there should be an ap- 
peal on points of law, appearing on the record. That Such 
was the intention of the Legislature of Pennsylvania is beyond 
doubt, when they declared “that the finding of a Jury shall 
establish the facts, without re-examination or appeal.” and 
although by the Same Act, they gave an appeal to Congress, 
it cannot be absurdly supposed that they meant to contradict 
and destroy the principle they had at the Same instant so 
solemnly declared and adopted. The question itself to be tried 
was a Mere fact “Who Captured the Sloop Active’—The Jury 
decided that fact, They could Judge of the circumstances, as 
well as the credit or credibility of the Witnesses. If their 
decision therefore was not to be conclusive, but to be open to 
a re-examination on an appeal, before a Committee of Congress, 
in the Shape ofa Court of appeals, the jury trial was a solemn 
Mockery calculated for expence and trouble, but productive of 
No good—In the case of Ross and Rittenhouse the Chief 
Justice decfared that the genius and spirit of the Common 
law will not suffer a sentence of the lowest Court founded on 
a general verdict, to be controlled or reversed by the highest 
jurisdiction unless for error in matter of law apparent upon 
the face of the record.” And the same Chief Justice was also 
of opinion that the principle was fortified by the resolution 
of Congress of January fifteenth, one thousand seven hundred 
and eighty. That the trials in the New Court of Appeals 
should be according to the usage of Nations, and not by a 
Jury. And on the thirty first of the same month accordant 
with this resolution the Legislature of Pennsylvania appears 
to have been willing for the future to change the practice, 
for they resolved that if the mode of trial by jury (in cases 
of captures) as recommended by Congress if found inconsistent 
to the Circumstances of the United States, as being a Mode 
unknown to most of the civilized States of Europe, this house 
is desirous of conforming to the Customary practice. 


But notwithstanding this Mode of reasoning the Committee 
of appeals undertook to re-examine the whole case, they set 
aside the verdict of the jury, reversed the sentence of the 
Judge, of the Admiralty and decreed the whole proceeds of 
the prize to the appellants with costs. The Judge of the 
Admiralty refused to carry this decree, into effect and on 
the twenty eight of December further decree “that although 
the Court of appeals have full power to alter or set aside the 
decree of the Judge of this Court, yet that the finding of the 
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Jury, in the cause does, establish the facts in the cause with- 
out re-examination or appeal and therefore the verdict of 
the Jury still standing and being in full force the Court 
cannot issue any process or proceed in any manner whatso- 
ever, contradictory to the finding of the said Jury” and he 
ordered the money to be brought into Court there to remain 
ready to abide the further order of the Court therein. 


Here then began the Great contest for jurisdiction. On 
the fourth of January, one thousand seven hundred and 
seventy nine, the Committee of appeals issued their injunction 
to the Marshall to detain the Money in his Custody to wait 
the further orders of the Court. The Marshal notwith- 
Standing paid the Money to the Judge of the Admiralty in 
obedience to the decree of that Court. The Committee of ap- 
peals would proceed no further, but ordered to be entered on 
record, “that as the Judge and Marshal of the Court of 
Admiralty for the State of Pennsylvania had absolutely and 
respectively refused obedience to the decree and writ regularly 
Made, in and issued from this Court, to which they and 
each of them were and was bound to pay obedience, the 
Court being unwilling to enter into any proceeds for con- 
tempt, lest consequences might ensue, at this juncture, danger- 
ous to the public peace of the United States, will not pro- 
ceed further in this affair nor hear any appeal until the 
authority of this Court shall be so settled as to give efficacy 
to their decrees and process and they ordered a state of 
the proceedings to be prepared that they might lay it before 
Congress. On the twenty first of January a Committee was 
appointed by Congress to examine into the principles of the 
powers of the Committee of Appeals and the Causes of the 
refusal of the Judge of the Court of Admiralty in the State 
of Pennsylvania to execute their decree, which Committee 
on the sixth of March following reported specially—the find- 
ing of the Jury and decree thereon, the reversal thereof 
the reasons of the Judge and Act of Assembly of Pennsylvania 
as they are before stated, Whereupon it was resolved, That 
Congress or such person or persons as they appoint to hear 
and determine appeals from the Courts of admiralty, have 
necessarily the power to examine as well into decisions on 
facts, as decisions on the law, and to decree finally thereon, 
and that no finding of a Jury in any Court of Admiralty or 
Court for determining the legality of Captures on the high 
Seas, can or ought to destroy the right of appeal, and the 
re-examination of the facts reserved to Congress.” 
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That no Act of any one State, can or ought to destroy 
the right of appeal, to Congress, in the sense above declared.” 

That Congress is by these United States, invested with the 
sovereign supreme power of War and peace. 

That the power of executing the law of Nations is essential 
to the Sovereign, Supreme power of War and peace. 

That the legality of all captures on the high seas must 
be determined by the law of Nations. 

That the authority ultimately and finally to decide on all 
Matters, & questions touching the law of Nations, does re- 
side and is vested, in the Sovereign supreme power, of War 
and peace. 

That a control by appeal is necessary in order to compel 
a just and uniform execution of the law of Nations, 

That the said control must extend as well, over the decisions 
of Jury’s as Judges, in Courts for determining the legality 
of Captures, on the Sea; otherwise the Juries would be 
possessed of the ultimate supreme power of executing the 
law of Nations in all cases of Captures. and Might at any 
time exercise the same in such Manner as to prevent a pos- 
sibility of being controlled,—a construction which involves 
many inconveniences and absurdities, destroys an essential 
part of the power of War and peace, intrusted to Congress, 
and would disable the Congress of the United States from 
giving satisfaction to foreign Nations complaining of a viola- 
tion of neutralities of treaties or other breaches of the law 
of nations, and would enable a Jury in any one state, to in- 
volve, the United States, in hostilities. A Construction which 
for these, and Many other reasons, is inadmissible. That the 
power of controlling by appeal, the several Admiralty Juris- 
diction of the States, has hitherto been exercised by Congress, 
by the Medium of a Committee of their own Members,” 

Resolved that the Committee before whom was determined 
the appeal from the Court of Admiralty, for the State of 
Pennsylvania in the case of the Sloop Active was duly con- 
stituted and authorized to determine the same.” 

Resolved that the said Committee had competent jurisdic- 
ion to Make thereon, a final decree, and therefore their 
decree ought to be carried into execution, and they there- 
upon requested the Assembly of Pennsylvania to appoint a 
Committee to confer with a Committee of Congress on the 
Subject. If the reasoning in the foregoing resolutions estab- 
lishes the propriety of proceeding in Cases of Admiralty 
Jurisdiction according to the law and usage of Nations, and 
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which is now the law of the Land, it would not change the 
law as it then stood, therefore could have no effect upon 
Pennsylvania, tenacious of her own rights, resting upon her 
own laws, and understanding as well as any other state 
the extent of the power of Congress and the authority she 
had consented to vest in that body. 


By An Act of Assembly of Pennsylvania passed September 
ninth, one thousand seven hundred and seventy eight; a Court 
of Admiralty was established. 

The trial was to be by jury; who were to be sworn or 
affirmed. “To return and give a true verdict according to 
evidence; and the finding of the said jury shall establish the 
facts, without re-examination or appeal.” 

In all cases of captures, an appeal from the decree of the 
judge of Admiralty of this State shall be allowed to the 
Continental Congress, or such person or persons as they may 
from time to time appoint for hearing and trying appeals.” &ca. 

On the fourth of November one thousand seven hundred and 
seventy eight the cause came on to be tried before a struck 
jury, who after hearing all the exhibits and the arguments 
of the respective advocates thereon, and taken time to consider 
thereof on the following day returned their verdict, finding 
“one fourth part of the nett proceeds of the Sloop Active and 
her Cargo to the first Claimants (Gideon Olmstead and others) 
and three fourth parts of the nett proceeds of the Said Sloop 
and her Cargo to the libellant (Captain Houston and the 
second claimant (Captain Josiah) as per agreement between 
them.” The jury thus decided the geat and important fact 
“That hostilities had not ceased on board the Sloop Active 
at the time the brigantine Convention came up with her—in 
other words that the Captain and crew had not been then 
subdued.” 

The Judge made his decree accordingly and the same day 
Gideon Olmstead and the three Seamen appealed from the 
verdict, decree and sentence. At this period no Court of 
appeals had been established under the Authority of Congress 
or in pursuance of the articles of Confederation of the nineth 
of July one thousand seven hundred and seventy eight. But 
Committees of appeals had been from time to time appointed 
consisting of members of Congress. By the nineth article of 
Confederation Congress was vested with power of “Appointing 
Courts for the trial of piracies and felonies committed on the 
high seas and establishing Courts for receiving and deter- 
mining finally appeals in all cases of Captures, provided that 
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no member of Congress shall be appointed a judge of any of 
the said Courts.” 

The time when Pennsylvania acceded to the Confederation, 
is perhaps immaterial. It was not finally adopted by all the 
States and ratified until the first of March one thousand seven 
hundred and eighty one. It is therefore to be presumed that 
the Committee of Appeals as appointed by Congress was com- 
petent as to Authority even under the provision of our own 
law, aS no objection appears even to have been suggested on 
this head. 

But as to the authority or extent of the jurisdiction of the 
Committee of Appeals a difference of opinion has arisen among 
the wisest and best informed of our Citizens; and this question 
of mighty moment indeed, has agitated all Pennsylvania for 
thirty years. If the Committee of Appeals had authority 
to revise facts which had been already established by the 
verdict of a jury, there was an end of the Question their 
decree was conclusive and final, it could not be opened or 
reyived and it ought to have been carried into effect But, 
Pennsylvania has uniformly, by all her public Acts, denied the 
authority of the Courts of Appeals to re-examine or Control 
the verdict of the jury. The decision of a State is always 
important and of infinite weight in comparison with mere 
private opinion; as assertion of her right, was an obvious 
consequence, And an attempt to interfere with that right, 
ex parte, cannot fail to call forth on her part, feelings of the 
deepest regret. It is true that Congress with approbation and 
acquiescence of the people exercised the power of War and 
peace and however imperfect their sovereignity might have 
been they administered it with glory and advantage to the 
United States. It is equally true they commissioned privateers 
to cruise against the enemy and this high power it is said, 
the question of prize is incidental. And if it would result 
from this that they had power to establish Courts of Ad- 
miralty, yet it is equally clear they did not exercise this power, 
and by the Articles of Confederation it was not vested in them, 
but merely the power to establish a Court of Appeals in cases 
of Captures, although by the same instrument they had power 
“to establish Courts of the trial of piracies and felonies upon 
the high seas, and the right of establishing rules for de- 
ciding in all cases what captures on land or water shall be 
legal, and in what manner prizes taken by land or naval 
forces, in the service of the United States, shall be divided 
or appropriated’”—And whatever construction might have been 
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had, if the decree of reversal had been in the Court established 
after the Confederation yet in one thousand seven hundred 
and seventy eight it had no binding force nor did they profess 
to act under it. Courts of Admiralty for the trial of Captures, 
or the prize Court, could then be established only by the 
respective states. 

Congress recommended to the several states to establish 
Courts of Admiralty and to provide that all trials in such 
case be had by a jury under such qualifications as to the 
respective legislatures shall seem expedient reserving in all 
cases an appeal to Congress &ca, 

Committees were appointed to confer with a Committee of 
Congress, but every conference was ineffectual. And on 
the thirty first of January one thousand seven hundred and 
eighty by an unanimous vote of the General Assembly, the 
following decisive instructions were transmitted to the Penn- 
Sylvania delegation in Congress, 

Gentlemen 

The house being informed, that it had been proposed in 
the honorable Congress, that an order be drawn on the 
treasury of the United States for the Amount of three 
fourths of the Net proceeds of the Sloop Active, and her 
cargo, and to pay the same to Gideon Olmstead, and others 
appellants in that case in order to satisfy the decree of the 
Court of Appeals, of prizes made at Sea, and that the same 
be charged to the State of Pennsylvania, referring said State 
for indemnification to the three fourths in the hands of the 
Judge of he Admiralty of Pennsylvania. 

The house in consequence of the above have taken the 
premises into their Most serious consideration and adopted 
the instructions given by the last House of Assembly (March 
the tenth, one thousand seven hundred and seventy nine, to 
a Committee of the said House, who had been appointed to 
confer with a Committee of Congress, in the case of the 
Sloop Active, which instructions are in the following words: 

Resolved 1st. That the power of establishing Courts for 
receiving and determining finally appeals in all cases of 
Captures is reserved in Congress by the Articles of Con- 
federation, and as the state of Pennsylvania, has acceded to 
these articles this House esteem it their duty to adopt such 
regulations consistent with the principles of the Confedera- 
ion as Congress may judge necessary for the due exercise 
of the said power. 

Resolved 2nd. That by our Act of this Commonwealth for 
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establishing a Court of Admiralty, it is declared and enacted 
that the finding of the Jury shall establish the facts with- 
out re-examination or appeal, and that the Act, is not re- 
pugnant to, but consistent with the resolutions of Congress 
of the twenty fifth of November one thousand seven hundred 
and seventy five. 

Resolved 34. That the proceedings in the Court of Ad- 
miralty in the case of the Sloop Active were founded upon 
the aforesaid Act of Assembly, which together with the said 


resolve, form the true ground whereupon the decision of the - 


contested point, should be made without involving a consider- 
ation of necessity or proprietary of future alterations. 

The House likewise instruct you, immediately to inform 
the honorable body of which you are Members, that this 
House will consider any application of the Money of this 
State, by Congress, to purpose aforesaid as an high infringe- 
ment on the honor and rights of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania, and in this view will complain jn an especial 
Manner of those delegations, which shall concur in any vote 
for that purpose to the several Legislative Bodies from whom 
they respectively derive their powers.” 

And you are further instructed to enter a protest in behalf 
of this State, that we will pay no part of the Sum which 
Congress shall award out of the treasury of the United States 
in consequence of the decree of the Court of Appeals. 

We also instruct you to inform Congress that the Manifest 
right of the Citizens of this State, to the benefit of its laws, 
has sometime since obtained from the authority thereof, an 
order for the distribution of the three fourths given by 
the verdict of the Jury, in this Case to the Captains and 
Crews of the Brigantine Convention and her Consort. 

The House views with astonishment the perseverance, and 
decision of Congress, in rolling upon this State an embarrass- 
ment created by the Court of Appeals. 

Congress recommended a trial by Jury, to be introduced 
into the Court of Admiralty. The Assembly of Pennsylvania 
adopted the Measure. A jury in the Case of the Sloop 
Active founded their verdict upon the facts. It is the proper 
business, and the Strict right of Juries to establish facts; 
yet the Court of appeals took upon them to violate this 
essential part of Jury trial, and to reduce in effect this 
Mode of Jurisprudence to the Course of the Civil Law, a 
proceeding’ to which the State of Pennsylvania Cannot Yield. 

“Tf the Mode of trial by Jury (in cases of Captures) as 
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recommended by Congress, is found inconvenient to the Cir- 
cumstances of the United States, as being a Mode unknown 
to the Most of the Civilized States in Europe. This house 
is desirous of Conforming to the Customary practice, 

“The House finally remind you of the laws, which they 
understand have been passed in some of the States of the 
Union, denying all appeal in law, as well as fact to Court 
of Appeals, established by Congress for prize Causes except 
the claimants be foreigners or Captors in the pay of Congress, 
by the operation of one of which laws, Mr. Hugh McCulloch 
a Citizen of Pennsylvania, was debarred from removing the 
case of a ship and cargo, condemned in New England into 
the said Court of Appeals and little Notice appears to be 
taken of these laws, whilst Pennsylvania conforming to recom- 
mendation of Congress, concerning admiralty jurisdiction, in 
the Most legal and usual construction of the expression, has 
not in our opinion, been treated by that honorable body with 
sufficient respect and attention.” Such then has been the 
decisive stand which Pennsylvania has uniformly made against 
the decree of the Committee of Appeals. Can we undertake 
to say from a view of the Case that our predecessors for 
thirty years, have been wrong? Yet the opinions of public 
Men, have been various. Chief Justice McKean, in the Case 
of Ross and Rittenhouse judicially declares “that the decree 
of the Committee of appeals was contrary to the provisions 
of the Act of Congress, and of the General Assembly, extra- 
judicial erronious and void.” 

Two of the Judges, who sat in the same cause although 
they do not expressly negative this opinion, appear not to 
concur in it. 

“he Supreme Court of the United States in the Case of 
Pennhallow and Doane, unanimously affirm the Authority of 
the Court of Appeals, and upon the decision, in this Case, 
it would appear this contest has been revised, after it had 
slumbered for twenty three years, and as it would seem even 
after Congress had abandoned the right. But the Legislature 
cannot relinquish this part of the case, without once more 
rererring to the proceedings of Congress, in this long litigated 
point. 

Mr, Ellery, Mr. Hand, Mr, Spraight, Mr. Jefferson, and Mr, 
Lee, a Committee of Congress, to whom was referred the 
proceedings and sentence of the Court of appeals, in Cases 
of Capture, on the Case of the Ship Susanna reported, and 
after stating, that the resolution of the twenty fifth of No- 
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vember, one housand seven hundred and seventy five, had 
been complied with by the Several States some of them 
ceding appeals to Congress on a larger, and some on a 
More contracted scale;—that the Court of Appeals had re- 
versed the sentence passed by the inferior and superior 
Courts of New Hampshire, in the case of the Ship Susanna; 
—that all these proceedings were prior to the completion of 
the Confederation, which took place on the first day of March, 
one thousand seven hundred and eighty one,—They resolved 
that the said Capture, having been made by citizens of 
New Hampshire, carried in and submitted to the Jurisdiction 
of that state, before the Completion to the Confederation, 
while appeals to Congress were absolutely refused by their 
Legislature, neither Congress nor any person, deriving au- 
thority from them had jurisdiction in the said case.’ On 
the thirtieth of March one thousand seven hundred and eighty 
four the report was taken up and on the question of agree- 
ment on the yeas and nays, six states voted for the resolution, 
two States, and Mr. Read from South Carolina voted against 
it, and two states were divided and in numbers, the ayes were 
fifteen the nays nine. But there not being a Majority of 
States in the affirmative the question was lost. 


It may not be unworthy of remark that on the above 
resolution, Mr. Jefferson voted in the affirmative; as also 
did Mr. Ellery who was one of the Court of Appeals, which 
reversed the decree of the Pennsylvania Court of Admiralty; 
and as Pennsylvania allowed an Appeal only on a Contracted 
scale, that could no more be exceeded than it could in the 
Case of Newhampshire who allowed no appeal at all. There 
is no cause therefore for departing from the principles and 
opinions of our predecessors unequivocally declared in their 
public votes and laws respecting the case of the sloop Active, 
without a single exception from the first moment of the 
contest. 

The second part of the case exhibits facts and circumstances 
of the deepest interest and concern to Pennsylvania. An 
attempt has been made by the district Court, deriving its 
authority from the Constitution of the United States to en- 
force the decree of the Committee of Appeals; the jurisdic- 
tion of which to reverse the facts established by a Jury 
Pennsylvania had so long resisted, and which even Congress, 
under the confederation had so long abandoned, not only to 
enforce it, but to enforce it exparte, without power to ex- 
amine the Merits or to control its errors, without notice to 
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the State or consulting its interests not only thus to enforce 
but to convert the treasurer and agent of the State acting 
under its immediate authority into a stake holder as a 
means to reach the funds of the state and to affect its rights. 

If this can be done the amendment had to the Constitution 
would be a dead letter. The State can Act under its laws, 
only by its Agents. Its Monies remain in the hands of its 
Treasurers. If its officers can be converted by the decree of 
a Judge, into stake holders, there can perhaps be no possible 
case, in which the constitution may not be evaded. It suffi- 
ciently appeared in the answer in the libel that Mr. Ritten- 
house, received the Money as Treasurer of the State for the 
use of the State. It appeared decisively on the public records 
or the Commonwealth. But it is alledged that the amend- 
ment to the Constitution simply provides that no suit shall 
be commenced or prosecuted against a State. That in this 
case the suit was not instituted against the State or its 
Treasurer, but against the Executors of David Rittenhouse. 
That if the proceeds had been the actual property of Penn- 
Sylvania however wrongfully acquired the disclosure of that 
fact would have. presented a case, on which it is unneces- 
sary to give an opinion.” Such is the language of the Su- 
preme Court, of the United States if the process and juris- 
diction of the admiralty Court will reach and extend over 
the process of prize found within the district; and indi- 
viduals, no party to the original decree, can be libelled 
against, is all investigation to be foreclosed? Or if it be 
not in the Nature of an original suit but merely a proceeding 
to enforce a decree of a former Court, in which Captain Josiah 
and Captain Houston were parties; why are the Representatives 
of Captain Houston unherd in this Strange proceeding? 

It is further alledged and is Made a ground of decision 
by the federal Courts, that the property which represented 
the Active and her cargo was in possession not of the state 
of Pennsylvania, but of David Rittenhouse as an individual, 
after whose death it passed like other property, to his Repre- 
sentatives. 

It is however clear that David Rittenhouse could not have 
received a farthing of the Money, as David Rittenhouse, but 
as Treasurer of the State only & by order of the State. 
Although David Rittenhouse gave a Bond to indemnify 
George Ross yet that instant the state became to indemnify 
David Rittenhouse, and the real party then interested was 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. A treasurer or other 
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Officer retaining the public Monies upon any pretense what- 
ever cannot upon any principle change the nature of the 
question. 

Notwithstanding by the highest judicial authority the ques- 
tion is declared to be at rest. That although Mr. Rittenhouse 
was Treasurer of the State of Pennsylvania and the bond of 
indemnity which he executed states the money to have been 
paid to him for the use of the State, it is apparent he held 
it in his own right until he could be completely indemnified 
by the State, and that the evidence to this point was conclusive. 

That it did not appear that the original certificates were 
deposited in the State Treasury or in any manner designated 
as the property of the State or delivered over to his suc- 
cessor and when funded were funded in his own name and 
the interest drawn by him. That the Memorandum made by 
him at the foot of the list of Certificates in these words, 
The above certificates will be the property of the State of 
Pennsylvania when the State releases Me, from the bond I 
gave, in one thousand seven hundred and seventy eight to 
indemnify George Ross, Esq. Judge of the Admiralty for pay- 
ing the fifty original certificates, into the Treasury, as the 
States share of the prize; demonstrates that he held the 
certificates as security, against the bond he had executed, 
and that bond was obligatory, not on the State of Penn- 
sylvania, but on David Rittenhouse in his private capacity. 

This statement by the Court, as part of the broad ground 
on which they decided may be plausible, may give color to 
the decision; yet it by no means appears that he received it 
as a stakeholder or upon a contingency, but for the use of 
the State, as its share of the prize. And even upon his own 
memorandum so much relied on it is stated, that the certifi- 
cates were paid into the Treasury, as the States share of the 
prize and as the State was bound to indemnify him when he 
acted under its orders, the State would have of course, been 
the real party interested in any suit which may have been 
commenced upon it. And it would seem that the Court was 
not possessed of the whole state of the Case, which will ap- 
pear from the authority under which the Treasurer acted, 
which proves explicitly how and in what character he acted. 
In the Minutes of the Supreme Executive Council, is the fol- 
lowing resolution. 

Philadelphia, April the twenty first one thousand seven 
hundred and seventy nine. 

Resolved that David Rittenhouse, the Treasurer, be directed 
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to find sufficient security to be approved of by the Judge 
of the Admiralty for the share adjudged to the State of the 
prize Sloop Active taken by the Brigantine Convention and 
the Gerard privateer; and take up the Money which will ex- 
ceed eleven thousand pounds for the use of the State, one 
half of the sum allotted to the Convention coming to the 
State. 

It here incontrovertibly appears that he did not receive the 
money as a private individual, but for the use of the State by 
the orders of the executive authority and the Bond which he 
executed, was executed by him, by the like authority as 
agent, and security for the State. Having thus received the 
Money, previously the property of the State by the decree 
of the Admiralty Court, as Treasurer, no detention of it 
when he went out of office, ought in reason or principle to be 
considered as changing the nature of the original transaction, 
The Legislature at their session November twenty third fol- 
lowing passed a resolution similar to that of the executive 
Council, and the Act of February the twenty sixth one thou- 
sand eight hundred and one, still further corroborates all 
the former proceedings of the State. The Legislature are 
also of opinion, that as the brigantine Convention was the 
property of the State ag soon as judgment was pronounced 
upon the verdict of the Jury, its interest attached upon its 
proportion of the prize and as soon as it was received by 
the State Treasurer, it was so much, belonging to the State 
actually in the Treasury. 


When it is said that the State of Pennsylvania forbore to 
assent its title while the suit was depending, let it be for- 
ever remembered that the State of Pennsylvania had no 
noticed. And if notice had been given to what purpose could 
she have assented her title, when by the high authority of 
the Court, it is declared that the Court had nothing to do 
with the question, decided by the Court of Appeals, which 
must be enforced without an examination of its merits. Al- 
though the Legislature reverence the Constitution of the 
United States, and its lawful authority, yet there is a respect 
due, to the solemn and public Acts, and to the honor and 
dignity of our own State and the unvarying assertion of 
her right, for a period of thirty years, which right ought 
not to be relinquished. 


Therefore, Resolved by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, &ca, 
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That as a Member of the Federal Union the Legislature 
of Pennsylvania acknowledges the supremacy, and will cheer- 
fully submit to the authority of the General Government, as 
far as that authority is delegated by the Constitution of 
the United States, But whilst they yield to this authority 
when exercised within Constitutional limits they trust they 
will not be considered as Acting hostile to the General Gov- 
ernment, when as guardians of the State Rights they cannot 
permit any infringement of those rights by an unconstitutional 
exercise of power in the United States’ Courts. 

Resolved that in a Government like that of the United 
States, where there are powers granted to the General Govern- 
ment, and rights reserved to the States, it is impossible from 
the imperfection of language so to define the limits of each 
that difficulties should not some times arise, from a collision 
of powers. And it is to be lamented that no provision is 
Made in the Constitution, for determining disputes between 
the General and State Governments by an impartial tribunal, 
when such cases occur. 


Resolved that from the Construction of the United States 
Courts, give to their powers, the harmony of the States, if 
they resist encroachments, on their rights, will frequently be 
interrupted; and if, to prevent this evil, they should on all 
oceasions yield to stretches of power, the reserved rights will 
depend, on the arbitrary power of the Courts. 


Resolved that should the independence of the States as 
secured by the Constitution, be destroyed, the liberties of 
the people in so extensive a Country, cannot long survive. 
To suffer the United States’ Courts to decide on State rights, 
will from a bias in favor of power, necessarily destroy the 
Federal part of our Government. And whenever the Govern- 
ment of the United States becomes Consolidated, we may 
learn from the history of Nations what will be the event. 

To prevent the balance between the General and State 
Governments from being destroyed and the harmony of the 
States, from being interrupted. 

Resolved that our Senators in Congress be instructed, and 
our Representatives requested to use their influence to pro- 
cure an amendment to the Constitution of the United States, 
that an impartial tribunal may be established, to determine, 
disputes between the General and State Governments and that 
they be further instructed to use their endeavors, that in the 
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mmeanwhile such arrangements may be made, between the 
Government of the Union and of this State, as will put an 
end to existing difficulties. 

Resolved that the Governor be requested to transmit a 
copy of these resolutions to the Executive of the United 
States to be laid before Congress, at their next session. And 
that he be authorized and directed to correspond with the 
President, on the subject in controversy, and to agree to 
such arrangements, as may be in the power of the executive 
to make or that Congress may make, either by the Appoint- 
ment of Commissioners or otherwise, for settling the diffi- 
culies between the two governments. 

And that the Governor be also requested to transmit a 
Copy to the Executive of the several States, in the Union, 
with a request that the same be laid before their respective 
Legislature.

In obedience to the directions of an Act of General As- 
sembly passed the second day of March one thousand eight 
hundred and nine, the following description of the Great Seal 
is recorded—that is to say The shield shall be parted Per 
Tess or charged with a plow—Proper in chief—on a sea, 
Navy Proper, a ship under full sail, surmounted with a sky— 
Agure and in Base—on a field—Vert, three Garbs, or on the 
Sinister a Stock of Maize, and Deater, an olive Branch, 
and on a wreath of its colors, a bald Eagle—Proper perched 
wings extended for the Crest round the Margin of the Seal, 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, Motto Virtue Liberty and 
Independence—The reverse liberty—trampling on a Lyon— 
Gules the emblem of Tyranny. Motto, Both Cav't Survive. 





Monday July 3rd, 1809. 


The Governor this day appointed and Commissioned Charles 
Erdman, an Interperter of Foreign Languages, in and for 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, to reside in the City 
of Philadelphia.

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Mrs. Sergeant and Mr. Waters, or rather as it it an ad- 
miralty proceeding an attachment against their persons, will 
be the Compulsory, process, adopted on the occasion I saw 
the plaintiff at the Court in Washington, on Monday last, 
and he may be expected to arrive here this day, with the 
mandate, from the Supreme Court. 

The business is now brought to a Crisis—The State is not 
only bound to indemnify, but to interpose between the de- 
fendants and the execution or attachment. Immediate notice 
should be given to the Governor, As the Legislature is now 
in session no time ought to be lost in taking measures to 
preserve the Faith of the State upon the pledge of which the 
property in question was delivered to the Governor.

There has been much interest made here by a particular Sect 
to prejudice the Minds of the people against the Measure— 
I am sorry to say, that it has too much prevailed. There 
kas in consequence thereof several companies absolutely re- 
fused, to serve their tour of duty, a due return of which you 
will receive. In fact it has been with the utmost difficulty I 
could get Men to serve. Knowing as you well must the un- 
prepared State of our Militia I have issued My orders this 
day, to Colonel John Steele for the purpose of enforcing your 
orders, but have my doubts whether he will be able, to com- 
mand a competent force to answer our purpose, Our Situation 
is delicate, The Marshall has noted our men, with a determina- 


tion to have them indicted, for high treason as well as 

Myself. Where the business will end I know not, but dis- 

agreeable as the Service is to Me, I shall at all times be 

ready to execute any orders which I may receive on this 

subject relying on the support of the Executive of this State.

Yours of the 29th Inst came safe to hand, by which I am 
happy to find the Governor is pleased with my Conduct, in 
the execution of his orders, committed to me for the purpose 
of protecting the persons and property of Elizabeth Sergeant, 
and Esther Waters, but the Subject has caused much sensation 
in this City, owing to a certain class of people, who are en- 
deavoring to draw the Citizens from the cause, In my last, I 
informed you of Several Companies of the Legion having ac- 
tually refused to obey my orders, in consequence of Which it 
is with difficulty we can get a sufficient number of troops to 
relieve owing to many of the members of the Legion being 
Naturalized citizens who are led to believe that the oath by 
them taken was to support the Constitution of the United 
States, and not that of the State of Pennsylvania,—A list of 
whose names will be forwarded in due time, for the informa- 
tion of the Governor. 


I have just learned from good authority that the Marshal 
is serving summons on the Citizens of this State for the pur- 
pose of raising a posse to assist him in the execution of the 
duties of his Office and that it is his determination to make 
another attempt but we shall be on the alert, to resist him. 
If unpleasant circumstances occur it will rest with him, Mrs, 
Sergeant and Waters have become tired of their confinement 
and have expressed that they will not bear it any longer 
let the consequence be what it May. Should anything new 
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occur, I shall immediately inform you of it, and believe me 
ever ready to execute the orders of the Governor.

The daughters and Representatives of Mr. Rittenhouse 
have with respectful but anxious Silence, attended to the pro- 
ceedings of the Executive and Legislative departments, of the 
Government of Pennsylvania in the hopes of a result that 
would effectually afford the promised indemnity and protection 
for their compliance with the terms of the Act of 1803. Till 
this day they have seen nothing but measures, which made 
them prisoners in their own houses under a Military guard 
which have excited (though surely without design) disorder 
and tumult, in their Neighborhood, and which have exposed 
them to personal mortifications; more severe than any thing 
that a second payment of the Sum in dispute or a submission 
to the process of the Marshal could have inflicted. It was 
their Sense of the Legislative engagement, when they complied 
with the terms of the Act of 1803, that whatever conflict 
might arise on the question of right between the state and 
the Union, they should be indemnified as a point of honor, 
from every pecuniary responsibility or personal suffering. 
Under the impression of these sentiments it is Some consolation 
for the family of Mr Rittenhouse at last to see that a pro- 
vision has been made, by the Legislature, which authorizes 
you Sir “to carry into effect all and every engagement of the 
Commonwealth touching the premises in such manner as may 
appear to you ta be advisable just and proper.” It is an En- 
gagement of the Commonwealth that the representatives of 
Mr. Rittenhouse, and their property shall be protected, or in 
other words, that they shall be indemnified for a compliance, 
with the Act of 1803. And it is now submitted at their re- 
quest, to your candour whether it can be deemed advisable, 
just and proper nay possible to carry into effect, that engage- 
ment in a manner, which shall expose them to imprisonment, 
riot affliction and alarm. 


The daughters of Mr. Rittenhouse mean not to impair nor 
to question the rights of the State, in making this represen- 
tation, but they mean respectfully to assert their own right 
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to a fair and perfect protection in liberty and property, under 
the faith of the Legislative promise. The State they are con- 
fident possesses other means to assert and maintain its own 
rights than by making them the victims of the contest. 

On behalf therefore of the representatives of Mr. Ritten- 
house permit Me Sir, to entreat an early execution of the 
Act of the General Assembly, by carrying into effect the 
engagement of the Commonwealth with them in such manner 
as may appear to you to be advisable just and proper.

In discharge of a Legislative injunction, I transmit to you, 
the proceedings of the General Assembly, on the long litigated 
case of Gideon Olmstead and others versus, Elizabeth Sergeant 
and Esther Waters executrices of David Rittenhouse, deceased 
late treasurer of Pennsylvania, Believing it will tend to 
a More perfect understanding of the subject I take the 
liberty of enclosing a copy of an Act of the General As- 
sembly, relative thereto, and also beg leave to refer you to 
two other Acts passed February 1st, 1801 and 2d April, 1803. 

While I deeply deplore the circumstances which has led 
to this correspondence, I am consoled with the pleasing idea, 
that the Chief Magistracy of the Union is confided to a man, 
who merits and who possesses, so great a portion of the 
Esteem and confidence of a vast Majority of the Citizens of 
the United States, who is so intimately acquainted with the 
principles of the Federal Constitution, and who is no less 
disposed to protect the Sovereignty and independence of the 
several States, as guaranteed to them, than to defend the 
rights and legitimate powers of the General Government— 
who will justly discriminate between opposition to the Con- 
stitution and laws of the United States, and that of resist- 
ing the Decree of a Judge, founded as it is conceived in an 
usurpation of power and jurisdiction, not delegated to him by 
either, and who is equally solicitous, with Myself to preserve, 
the Union of the States, and to adjust the present unhappy 
collision of the two governments, in such a Manner as will 
be equally honorable, to them both. 
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Permit me to add in addition to the Act, I have done as 
Chief Magistrate of the State of Pennsylvania, to assure 
you sir, as an individual of my full confidence, in the wisdom, 
justice and integrity of the present administration of the 
General Government, and my fixed determination in my pub- 
lic as well as my private capacity to support it in all Con- 
stitutional measures it may adopt.

The Governor has informed Me, that he received a letter 
from you, last evening, touching the case of Olmstead, and 
has instructed Me to inform you that although the law 
May appear, to vest in him, a discretionary power, he thinks 
under existing circumstances, it would be premature in him 
at this time to exercise that discretion in the Manner you 
have hinted at in your letter. The case has been communi- 
cated to the President of the United States, which, he pre- 
sumes, will be by him laid before Congress immediately on 
their Meeting in May Next, and no unforseen difficulty hay- 
ing arisen in protecting the just rights of the State Since the 
adjournment of the Legislature, he deems it expedient, to 
take any other Measures, than those he has already adopted 
of the incorrectness of which he is not yet convinced. While 
he feels most sensibly for the situation under which circum- 
Stances have placed the Ladies, he is not insensible to the 
importance of the Trust confided to him as the Chief Executive 
of the State of Pennsylvania, in the defence of its sovereignty 
and independence. 

The ladies may rest assured, the Governor feels no dis- 
position to impose any restrictions or privations on them, 
Save such as he is compelled to do by a strong sense of duty.

Sir:—I am instructed by the Governor to authorize you, 
inasmuch, as it is impossible for him at this distance from 
you, to give directions how you are to proceed, in every 
case that may arise, and which may require dispatch, to do 
in all cases, generally, as in your judgment ought to be 
done to protect the just rights of the State, and from time 
to time acquaint him of your proceedings. 

It has been stated to the Governor, that the Marshal had 
gotten into the house of Mrs, Sergeant—It is submitted to 
you to enquire in what manner he got in, whether the door 
was open or shut, whether he lifted the latch or turned or 
forced the bolt of the door, in fine, whether his proceedings 
in the case have not been such, as to Make him liable, for a 
Misdemeanor. I have only to add, that the Governor confides 
in your talents, and vigilance, in protecting and defending 
the just rights of the State to the utmost of your power.

Sir:—I have received your letter of the sixth instant, ac- 


companied by certain Acts, of the Legislature of Pennsylvania 
which will be laid before Congress according to the desire 
expressed. 

Considering our respective relations to the subject of these 
communications, it would be unnecessary if not improper to 
enter into any examination of some of the questions connected 
with it, it is sufficient in the Actual posture of the Case, to 
remark that the Executive of the United States is not only 
unauthorized to prevent the execution of a decree, sanctioned 
by the Supreme Court of the United States, but is expressly 
enjoined by statue to carry into effect any such decree, where 
opposition May be made to it. It is a propitious circum- 
stance therefore, that whilst no legal discretion lies with the 
Executive of the United States to decline steps, which might 
lead to a very painful issue, a provision has been made by 
the Legislative Act transmitted by you, adequate to a re- 
moval, of the existing difficulty, And I feel great pleasure 
in assuring myself, that the authority which it gives will be

Dear Sir:— 


You no doubt have heard the turn which our affairs have 
taken—Myself and the guard, who opposed the Marshall, were 
arrested on Friday last, and compelled to give security for our 
appearance, on Tuesday when the Court Meet. Mr. Dallas 
informed Me, we might withdraw until called for since which 
the Grand Jury, have found bills against us, and we are to 
stand trial on Monday next. From the complection of the 
Jury summoned we have little to expect, as for Myself, the 
event I disregard, but the poor fellows, implicated with Me, 
I feel, for they being poor, and have families to provide for. 
The Grand Jury finding bills against us, has damped the 
Spirits of the Militia of this district, owing to their being 
liable to prosecution. 

I am fearful, we shall not be able, to continue our guard 
after this week, as the Marshal, has issued his summons to 
the Citizens to Meet him on Tuesday next, at 10 Oclock for 
the purpose of assisting him to subdue the armed force which 
has opposed him in the duty of office. 

The Mode he has adopted is Much against us, as he has, 
been particularly careful to serve the Notices on the persons, 
on whom we have to place our whole dependence. His notices 
already served amount to four thousand how Many of which 
will obey, I cannot tell, but his Measures, are well thought 
of by some. It will be necessary to appoint a pay Master 
here, for the purpose of advancing money to some of the 
troops, who have been on duty, and who May come on, as 
they say, they cannot do duty, and suffer, their families to 
starve, the expences will be great. I wish the business could 
be settled, provided it could be done with honor to the State, 
Mrs. Sergeant, and Mrs. Waters says, that unless, the money 
is paid in a day or two they are determined to go to Lan- 
easter, and there wait the event—which would be very dis- 
agreeable to you.

Evening Report.

Between the hours of eight and Nine O’clock a riot took 
place in the front, of the house of Mrs. Sergeant, on account 
of which the commanding Officer of the detachment of Men 
(Militia) who, were then on guard and finding that there were 
not sufficient to silence the riot, ordered out the rest, who were 
in the Barracks for to proceed, and assist in quelling the riot— 
after which the detachment was divided into two divisions— 
the first under the command of myself the second under the 
command of Lieutenant Bartling, the first stationed in Arch. 
the second in Seventh Streets. 


Note. Mr. Sergeant came to the house of Mrs. Sergeant, I 
being present. He came up to Me, and informed Me that 
some persons were in the yard immediately after which, I 
ordered a file of Men, in order to serch the yard. On enter- 
ing the yard I met Mrs. Sergeant, and observed a Lady 
standing in a door, which has a communication to the yard. 
The expression she made use of was that “she wished that 
the Marshall would take Me, and the whole of the guards, 
and put us in jail.” Disregarding her language I immediately 
placed two centinels in the yard a short time after which a 
Mr. Sergeant came and requested, that I would withdraw 
the centinels pledging at the same time, his honor, that he 
would keep closed doors, and let no one in. On account of 
which I withdrew the sentinels.

Whereas, his Excellency the Governor has communicated 
to this Assembly a resolution adopted by the Legislature of 
Massachusetts, which has for its object an Amendment of 
the Constitution of the United States, as to prevent the passing 
of any law for laying an Embargo, or for prohibiting, or sus- 
pending commeree for a longer period than until the ex- 
piration of thirty days, from the Commencement of the Ses- 
sion of Congress, next, succeeding fhat Session in which such 
a law shall have been enacted. 


And Whereas it is obvious that the Congress of the United 
States, within thirty days after the Commencement of any 
Session can repeal any law laying an Embargo, for a longer 
period than thirty days after the Commencement of such 
Session, if its longer continuance, shall have become, un- 
necessary, or can revive, or prolong any such law, which 
would expire within thirty days as aforesaid, if its longer 
continuance shall become necessary, and that in this plain 
view of the subject said Amendment would be altogether 
nugatory. 

Therefore Resolved :—That we do not concur in the amend- 
ment, contemplated, in the foregoing resolution so adopted 
by the Legislature of Massachusetts as aforesaid. 
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Also Resolved that the Governor of this State be requested 
to transmit Copies of the foregoing resolution to the Executive 
authority of each of the United States.

Ist An Act Confirming the Title of Matthias Greenawalt, 
to certain lands, therein Mentioned. 

2nd An Act Supplementary to an Act entitled An Act 
abolishing the Offices of Receiver General, and Master of the 
Rolls, and transferring the duties therein performed to other 
offices, and for other purposes, passed the twenty ninth day 
of March, one thousand eight hundred and Nine. 

His Excellency John Tyler Esqr Governor of the State of 
Virginia having by his letter, of the nineteenth instant (in- 
closing sundry authentic documents), given information to the 
Governor of this State that a Certain Negro, Woman Slave, 
Named, Sarah, the property of James Puidall who has been 
duly charged with Horse stealing has fled from Justice in 
that State to Uniontown in Fayette County in this Common- 
wealth, where it is said she now resides, and requesting that 
the said Slave, may be apprehended and confined and notice 
thereof given to the Executive authority of the State of 
Virginia preparatory to her delivery, up as a fugitive from 
Justice. Whereupon the Governor issued the following process 
directed to Samuel Roberts Esquire President of the fifth 
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district of the Court of Common pleas and to James Finley, 
Esqr associate Judge of the Court of Common Pleas in and 
for the County of Fayette——that is to say—

of the State from which he fled, be delivered up to be removed 
to the State having jurisdiction of the Crime, And Whereas 
His Excellency, John Tyler Esqr Governor of the State of 
Virginia, on behalf of the Said State, and as the Executive 
authority thereof hath by letter, dated the nineteenth instant, 
and several instruments of writing under his hand, and the 
Great Seal of the Said State given information to me that 
a Certain Negro Woman Slave, named Sarah the property of 
James Puidall of the County of Harrison in the Said State 
of Virginia is charged with having feloniously taken and 
carried away one Bay Horse gelding the property also of 
the said James Puidall: and is said to have fled from justice 
in that State to Union—town, in the County of Fayette in 
this Commonwealth, where she now resides And Whereas the 
Said John Tyler Esqr Governor as aforesaid has requested 
that I would cause said slave to be apprehended, and con- 
fined and notice thereof given to the Executive authority of 
the Said State of Virginia preparatory to her delivery up as 
a fugutive from justice. And whereas the desire to punish the 
perpetration of crimes obnoxious to the order and happiness 
of society, as well as a due attention to the reciprocal ob- 
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ligation imposed upon the several states of the Union, in and 
hy the Said recited Section of the Constitution of the United 
States, must require a prompt and diligent compliance with 
the said, requisition of the Executive authority of the Said 
State of Virginia These therefore are to authorize, and require 
you the Said Samuel Roberts and James Findley, or either 
of you to issue a Warrant in due form of law, directed to any 
Constable or other proper officer for apprehending, and se- 
curing in the Jail of the Said County of Fayette, or in the 
Jail of any other County, within the Said fifth district the 
Said Negro woman slave, named Sarah, to the intent, that 
the said Sarah May be removed from this State, into the 
Said State of Virginia having jurisdiction of her Grime 
as aforesaid—information of her apprehension and confine- 
ment, being first given to the Executive Authority of that 
State agreeably, to the provisions of the Act of Congress, of 
the twelfth day of February, in the year one thousand seven 
hundred and ninety three, 

Given under my hand and the Great Seal of the State, at 
Lancaster, this twenty fifth day of December, in the year of 
our Lord, one thousand eight hundred and nine, and of the 
Commonwealth the thirty fourth,

Which process was immediately transmitted to the said 
James Findley Esqr who was by the Governors directions re- 
quested to take immediate and effectual steps for causing the 
said Negro slave, Sarah, to be apprehended and secured if 
to be found within the bounds of the County of Fayette but 
if not, he was instructed to communicate his proceedings to 
Judge Roberts and transmit the process to him in order that 
a Warrant may be issued by him for apprehending and se- 
curing her in the jail of any other County within his district. 





Thursday December 28th 1809. 


An Authenticated Copy of the process, issued on the twenty 
fifth instant was this day transmitted to Samuel Roberts 
Esqr President of the fifth district of the Court of Common 
Pleas, requesting him to issue his Warrant for apprehending 
the Negro Woman slave Sarah, and securing her in the Jail 
of any County within his district, if from the information 
that he may receive from James Findley Esqr Associate Judge 
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of the Court of Common pleas of the County of Fayette, it 
shall appear that she has not been apprehended and secured 
in the Jail of that County. 

A Bond in the Sum of two thousand four hundred, pounds, 
was this day executed by John Bioren of the City of Phila- 
delphia printer, with John Burge, and Thomas IL. Plowman, 
of the Said City, as Sureties conditioned for faithfully print- 
ing three thousand Copies of the Laws of the Commonwealth, 
that may be passed during the present Session, and delivering 
the Same according to law.—and the Same was filed. 





Thursday January 4, 1810. 


The resignation of Jacob Edwards of his office, of Justice 
of the peace, in the district numbered one, composed of the 
townships of Chester, Lower Chichester, Middletown, Nether 
providence, Ridley and Borough of Chester, in the County of 
Delaware was received and this day accepted by the Governor. 


Saturday, January 6th 1810. 


A Bond was this day executed by Benjamin Grimler a 
printer of the Journal of the House of Representatives, in 
the English Language, and his Sureties, John Messenhope, 
and Casper Schaffner Junr in the Sum of one thousand dollars, 
and the Same was filed. 





Monday January 8th 1810. 


The Governor this day, subscribed in the Name , and for 
the use of the Commonwealth fifty shares of the Stock, of 
the Company, for making a turnpike road leading from Down- 
ingstown through Ephrata to Harrisburg agreeably to an Act 
of General Assembly of the fourth of April, one thousand eight 
hundred and nine, and thereupon a Warrant was drawn 
and signed by the Governor in favour of Peter Martin Treas- 
urer, of the Said Company, for the Sum of five thousand 
dollars, being payment for the said fifty shares of Stock it 
being duly certified to the Governor in Writing that thirty 
four Miles, three perches and one half of a perch, of the 
Said road has been made, and perfected agreeably to law 
being more than the one half of the whole distance of the 
Said Road. 
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An Act or instrument for the incorporation of the African 
Presbyterian Church in the City of Philadelphia, having been 
approved by the Attorney General and Judges, of the Supreme 
Court of the Commonwealth, and by them certified to be 
lawful was this day, presented to the Governor, and after 
being approved, and signed by him was, transmitted to John 
Cochran Esqr Secretary of the Land Office of the Common- 
wealth, for inrollment at the expence of the applicants agree- 
ably to the Act of the General Assembly of the sixth of April, 
one thousand seven hundred and ninety one. 

A Warrant was this day drawn on the State Treasurer, 
and signed by the Governor in favour of Charles Hall, Esqr 
Attorney of Samuel McLees, and James McNeal, for the Sum 
of one thousand four hundred and forty six dollars, and sixty 
six cents, being the Sum awarded by arbitrators, in favour 
of the Said Samuel McLees and James McNeal, in a suit 
brought by them against the Commonwealth, for Compensa- 
tion for two hundred and ninety eight acres, of land, within 
the seventeen townships of the County of Luzerne, taken 
from them under the provisions of the ninth section of an 
Act of the General Assembly, of this Commonwealth, passed 
the sixth day of April, one thousand eight hundred and two, 
with seventy two dollars and fourteen Cents Costs of Suit 
and thirty three dollars and fifty two cents, interest from the 
date of the Judgment.

A Pardon was this day granted to William Thompson alias 
Thomas Turner, who was convicted of Larceny, and sentenced 
by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of the peace of 
the County of Franklin on the eleventh of April, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and nine, to undergo, four years imprison- 
ment, and fined in the Sum of one dollar ete. This pardon 
granted so far as respects the imprisonment at hard labour, 





Friday January 12th, 1810, 
Isaac Evans was this day appointed, and Commissioned by 
the Governor to be Coroner of the County of Butler upon a

the Governor, and after being approved and signed by him 
was transmitted to John Cochran, Esqr Secretary of the 
Land Office of the Commonwealth, for inrollment at the ex- 
pence of the applicants according to the provisions of the 
Act of General Assembly, of the sixth of April, one thou- 
sand seven hundred and ninety one.

secretary of the land office of the Commonwealth for inroll- 
ment at the expense of the applicants agreeably to the 
provisions of an Act of the General Assembly of the sixth 
of April, one thousand seven hundred and ninety one. 
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A Scheme of a Lottery for raising the sum of three thou- 
sund dollars under the Authority of an Act of the General 
Assembly passed the twenty second day of February, one 
thousand eight hundred and eight for the purpose of build- 
ing a Meeting house and school house, for the use of the 
Lutheran and Presbyterian Congregations in Robinson town- 
ship, in the County of Berks, and its vicinities, was this day 
laid before the Governor, and received his approbation, as 
folows—Vizt :

Preamble and resolutions, on the propositions of Pennsyl- 
vania to Amend the Constitution of the United States. 
The Committee to whom was referred, the Communication 
of the Governor of Pennsylvania, covering certain resolutions 
of the Legislature, of that State proposing an amendment to ik 
the Constitution of the United States, by the appointment of 
an impartial tribunal to decide disputes between the State 
and federal judiciary have had the Same, under their con- 
sideration and are of opinion that a tribunal is already pro- 
vided by the Constitution of the United States, to wit—the 
Supreme Court more eminently qualified from their habits and 
duties from the Mode of their Selection, and from the tenure 





| 
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of their offices to decide the disputes, aforesaid in an en- 
lightened and impartial manner than any other tribunal which 
eould be erected. 

The members of the Supreme Court are selected from those 
in the United States, who are most celebrated for virtue and 
legal learning; not at the Will of a Single individual but 
by the Concurrent wishes of the President and Senate of 
the United States. They will therefore have no local prej- 
udices and partialities. 

The duties they have to perform lead them necessarily 
to the most enlarged and accurate acquaintance with the 
jurisdiction of the federal and several State Courts together 
and with the admirable symetry of our Government. ‘The 
tenure of their Office enables them to pronounce the Sound, 
and correct opinions they may have formed without fear 
or partiality. 

The Amendment to the Constitution, proposed by the State, 
of Pennsylvania, seems to be founded upon the idea that 
the Federal judiciary will form a lust of power, enlarge their 
jurisdiction to the total annihilation of the jurisdiction of 
the State Courts, that they will exercise their will instead of 
the law and the Constitution. 

This argument, if it proves anything would operate more 
strongly against the tribunal proposed to be created which 
promises so little, than against the Supreme Court which for 
the reasons given before had every thing connected with their 
appointment, calculated to insure confidence. What security 
have we, were the proposed amendments adopted that this 
tribunal would not substitute their will and their pleasure 
in the place of the Law. 


The Judiciary are the Weakest of the three departments, 
of the Government, and least dangerous to the political rights 
of the Constitution they hold neither the purse nor the sword 
and even to enforce their own judgments and decrees must 
ultimately depend upon the Executive Arm. Should the Fed- 
eral Judiciary, however unmindful of their Weakness, un- 
mindful of the duty which they owe, to themselves and their 
Country become corrupt and transcend the limits of their 
jurisdiction, would the proposed amendment oppose even a 
probable barrier in such an improbable state of things. 

The creation of a tribunal such as is proposed by Penn- 
Sylvania, so far as we are Enabled to form an idea of it from 
a description given in the resolutions of the Legislature of 
that State, would in the opinion of your Committee tend 
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rather to invite than prevent a collision, between the federal 
and State Courts. It might also become in process of time a 
serious and dangerous embarrassment to the operatlons of the 
General Government. 

Resolved therefore “That the Legislature of this State do 
disapprove of the amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, proposed by the Legislature of Pennsylvania. 

Resolved also, that his Excellency, be and is hereby re- 
quested to transmit forthwith a Copy, of the foregoing pre- 
amble and resolutions to each of the Senators and Represent- 
atives of this State in Congress, and to the Executive of the 
Several States in the Union with a request that the Same 
may be laid before the Legislature thereof January 238, 1810.

present health law will shortly expire by its own limitation 
requesting them prior to the Meeting of the Next Legislature 
to communicate to the Governor, such information as may be 
required, in order that the Same May be laid before them,

A letter was written by the Gorernor of this State to his 
Excellency, the Governor of the State of New York, in- 
closing an Authenticated Copy of An indictment found against 
a Certain Samuel Williams for Larceny in Stealing the goods 
and Chattels of a Certain James Alexander of the City of 
Philadelphia and requesting that the Said Governor of New 
York will Cause the Said Samuel Williams to be apprehended, 
and secured (if found in the State of New York) and notice 
thereof given to the Executive of this State preparatory to 
his delivery as a fugutive from Justice. 


Tuesday July 3r4 1810. 


Pardons were this day granted by the Governor to Christian 
Miller and William Martin the former convicted of an As- 
sault upon an indictment and Larceny upon the Second and 
Sentenced by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of the 
peace, of the County of Lancaster on the Nineteenth of April 
last to pay to the Commonwealth one Cent fine with Costs 
of Suit and the latter of fornication and bastardy and Sen- 
tenced by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of the 
County of Fayette in April 1808 to pay a fine to the use of 
the Commonwealth, of ten pounds &«a, 

Neal Gillespie Junior, Parker Campbell, Thomas Acheson, 
Jacob Bowman, Thomas Meason, Charles Schaffner, Samuel 
Jackson, David Ewing, and Michael Savers, the Commissioners 
appointed to do and perform Certain duties enjoined upon 
them in and by an Act of the General Assembly, passed the 
twenty day of March last entitled “An Act Authorising the 
Governor to incorporate a Company, for erecting a bridge 
over the Monongahela river at or near where the road lead- 
ing from Brownsville, to the town of Washington crosses 
the Same,” this day reported to the Governor that agreeably 
to the provisions of the Said Act, seven hundred and sixty 
Shares in the Stock of the Said Company, have been sub- 


seribed, Whereupon the Governor, taking the Said Act, of 
Assembly, into consideration together with the report of the 
Said Commissioners, this day issued letters patent under

Whereas, in and by an Act of the General Assembly, of 
this Commonwealth, passed the twentieth day of March last, 
“entitled “An Act” authorizing the Governor to incorporate a 
Company, for erecting a bridge over the Monongahela river 
at or near where the road leading from Brownsville to the 
town of Washington crosses the Same,” it is provided that

The Governor this day in Compliance with the recommenda- 
tion and request Contained in an address from both branches 
of the Legislature issued a Supersedeas under his hand and 
the Great Seal of the State, removing Jonathan Johnson, 
Esqr from the office of Justice of the peace, in and for the 
third district Composed of the townships of Cumberland and 
Jefferson in the County of Greene, held under a Commission 
received from the former Governor, of the Commonwealth, on 
the Ninth day of February, One thousand seven hundred and 
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Ninety Nine and by which Supersedeas the Said Commission 
is. revoked and Made Null and void.—the said Supersedeas was 
then forwarded to John Boreman Esqr who was instructed 
to record the Same, and cause it to be delivered to the Said 
Jonathan Johnson. 

The Governor this day approved and Signed the following 
Acts of the General Assembly, and the Secretary of the Com-

3. An Act for the relief of William Glendy Atcheson Mellon, 
Ernest Greese John Foust, Abraham Bodle and Duncan Me- 
Vicker soldiers of the Revolution. 

4. An Act for the relief of Frederick Hake. 

5. An Act authorising the purchase and distribution of 4 
Certain Number of Copies of Baches Manuel. 

6. An Act to remunerate the heirs of John Murray of 
Middle Paxton township Dauphin County. 

-%. An Act for erecting part of the Counties of Berks, and 
Northampton into a separate County. 

With the said Message were communicated Copies of Reso- 
lutions, passed by the Legislatures of Ohio and Kentucky 
agreeing to a proposed Amendment of the Constitution of the 
United States, prohibiting any citizen of the United States 
from excepting any title, pension, office of profit or honor, &¢a, 
from any foreign power on pain of a forfeiture of their 
Citizenship &«a, 


Monday March 4th 1811. 


‘George Bentley was appointed and Commissioned a Justice 
of the peace for district Number six composed of Peters and 
Nottingham townships in the County of Washington. 

A Pardon was this day granted to William Eagleson of the 
Town of Mercer who was convicted of Forgery and was sen- 
tenced by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of the peace, 
held at the Said town in & for the County of Mercer, first 
on the twenty second of May and continued to August twenty 
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third, one thousand eight hundred and ten to pay a fine of 
fifty dollars, and Costs &ca, and to undergo an imprisonment 
at hard labor for the space of twelve Months.

The remission of a fine of twenty dollars which was im- 
posed upon John Nixon for keeping tipling house of which 
he was convicted at a Court of General Quarter Sessions of 
the peace of the County of Cumberland held at Carlisle on 
the third and fourth days of April one thousand eight hun- 
dred and Nine was this day remitted by the Governor, 

The resignation of John Brink on the twenty third of Feb- 
ruary last and that of Joseph Priestly on the first Inst. as 
Justices of the peace, the former for the third district com- 
posed of Upper Smithfield and part of Lackawaxen townships, 
in the County of Northampton, and the latter for the fifth 
aistrict Composed of the townships of point, in the County of 
Northumberland, were this day accepted by the Governor. 





Wednesday March 6th 1811. 


A letter was written to Richard Rush Esqr Attorney Gen- 
eral by the Secretary of the Commonwealth under instruc- 
tions, from the Governor calling the attention of the Attorney 
General to the Subject of ufexecuted Contracts that were en- 
tered into by divers persons with the Commonwealth, for 
opening roads removing of obstructions out of rivers &ca and 
requesting that he would direct his Deputies to have the 
suits pending in the different Counties decided as promptly 
as possible and also referring to the late and former Attornies 
General for information touching the proceedings heretofore 
relative to the Contracts. 

A Message from the Governor to both Houses of the Legis- 
lature was presented by the Secretary of the Commonwealth, 
transmitting Copies of two Acts of the Legislature of the 
State of New Jersey Authorizing Commissioners to fix a 
Site for the erection of a bridge over the Delaware and for 
improving the Navigation of the river Delaware. 





Thursday March 7th 1811. 


A letter was written to Matthew Ridgway, Sheriff of the 
County of Wayne, informing him that a remission of a for- 
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feiture had been obtained from the Governor in favor of a 
Certain Abraham Cole, who became bound by recognizance, for 
the appearance of Oliver Crain who absconded, and the re- 
eognizance of Cole became forfeited that in granting the Said 
remission on the twentieth of February last, the Governor was 
not Made acquainted with the imposition practised by Cole for 
it appeared that Crain before he absconded left in the hands 
of Cole property nearly double in value of the Amount of 
the Sum in which Cole was bound and which he has sold 
for Cash to the Amount of two hundred and Ninety dollars, 
which he still holds, Under these Circumstances, the letter 
requested, that aS soon as the remission should get to his 
hands he would, return the same to the Secretary’s Office 
without Acting at all, upon it, in order that a further in- 
vestigation may be had of the Subject.

A Proclamation. 


Whereas by a Communication from the Secretary of State, 
for the United States of America, I am informed that it has 
been intimated to the President of the United States that there 
is just Cause to apprehend that the French Privateer called 
the Diligence, now in the Port of Philadelphia is in danger 
of being burnt or otherwise destroyed, and that the Captain 
und Crew have been treated with violence, in the Streets of 
that City, although it cannot reasonably be presumed that in 
a City remarkable for the Sobriety of the Citizens and their 
obedience to the laws, such daring Outrages against the laws 
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could be perpetuated, with the knowledge of the Magistracy, 
yet as violence seems to have been already done to the Captain 
and Crew of Said Privateer, by some evil disposed per- 
sons, and as such deportment to Strangers, entitled to protec- 
tion by our laws is highly improper in many views, and is un- 
worthy of, and reflects discredit on the Character of our Gov- 
ernment and people, I have deemed it proper and Necessary to 
issue this My proclamation hereby offering a reward of four 
hundred dollars to any person or persons who shall apprehend 
and prosecute to conviction any person or persons who hath 
or have been or that shall be, guilty of a violation of the laws 
of our Country, in the persons; of the Said Captain or Crew 
of the Said Privateer called the diligence, now in the Port 
of Philadelphia, or the Crew or vessel of any foreign power 
entitled to protection by our laws Now in the said port. 
And all judges, justices, Sheriffs Coroners Constables and other 
Officers of the Commonwealth, according to the duties of their 
respective Stations, are hereby required and enjoined to em- 
Ploy all lawful Means, for discovering apprehending, securing 
trying, and bringing to Justice each and every person Con- 
cerned, or that May be concerned, in any such unlawful and 
Violent proceedings.

A Pardon was at the same time granted by the Governor 
to Peter Rudenbaugh who was convicted of Larceny, and sen- 
tenced by the Court of Lancaster on the 20th April 1811 to one 
years imprisonment at hard labor, fined one dollar, and restore 
the goods stolen, or pay the Value 5 dollars and fifty six cents 
with Costs of Suit. 


Monday October 14th 1811. 


His Excellency the Governor of the State of New Jersey 
informed the Governor of this State that a Certain John 
Purcell stands charged upon two separate indictments with 
fornication and a Misdemeanor Committed in the County of 
Hunterdon in the said State, and that he has fled from justice 
into this Commonwealth, and is now lurking into the County 
of Northampton, in or near the Borough of Easton, the usual 
process, was this day issued by the Governor to Robert 
Porter Esquire, president of the Courts of Common pleas in 
the third District Composed of the Counties of Berks, North- 
ampton, Wayne and Schuylkill, and to John Cooper Esquire 
one of the Associate Judges of said Court in and for the said 
County of Northampton directing thém or either of them to 
issue a Warrant in due form of law, for apprehending and 
securing the said John Purcell, and when so secured to cause 
him to be delivered to John Opdyke, Esquire Sheriff of Said 
County of Hunterdon who is appointed an Agent to receive 
and to Convey him into the said State of New Jersey for trial. 

Letters were thereupon written to the said Judges Porter 
and Cooper accordingly,—in closing the Said process.—

3052 EXECUTIVE MINUTES OF 


The fine of twenty four dollars which was imposed by the 
Court of General Quarter Sessions of the peace, of the County 
of Philadelphia, upon John Collins, who was convicted of 
keeping a tipling house in September 1811—and sentenced 
as aforesaid, was this day remitted by the Governor. 

A Pardon was at the Same time granted by the Governor 
to John Renmaugh, who was convicted of Larceny, upon two 
indictments, and sentenced by the Court of General Quarter 
Sessions of the peace of the County of Fayette, on the 18th 
of November 1807—to undergo an imprisonment, at hard 
labour for the term of four years. 

Upon the Notification of the President and Managers of 
the Company for Making an artificial or turnpike road from 
the North end of George Street in the Borough of York to 
the Canal ferry on the river Susquehanna, and from thence 
up the said river to the head of the Conewago falls” that 
the same has been perfected agreeably to the Act of Assembly 
the 24 day of March 1809, the Governor this day appointed 
Samuel Willis, Adam Kreber and John Hahn Esquire Com- 
missioners to view the said road and to report to him in 
writing under their respective hands and seals whether the 
Same has been perfected agreeably to the true intent and 
Meaning of Said Act of Assembly. 

His Excellency the Governor of the State of Maryland by 
letter of the fourth of the present Month and other authentic 
documents informed the Governor of this State that a Certain 
Negro John otherwise Called John Armstrong a freeman who 
was indicted and Convicted in Queen Anns County in the 
Said State, and had sentence of death passed upon him in 
October 1809 for Murder, is a fugitive form justice, and is 
Now Confined in the jail of the City and County of Philadel- 
phia, and having requested that the Said Negro John Arm- 
strong May be delivered up to a Certain Joseph Lewis, who 
is duly appointed an Agent to receive him agreeably to the 
Act of Congress, in Such Case Made him agreeably to the 
Act of Congress in such Case Made and provided—an order 
was this day issued by the Governor to Francis Johnston 
Esquire, Sheriff of the City and County of Philadelphia, to 
deliver to the Said Agent the said Negro, John Armstrong 
in order that he May be removed to the said State of Mary- 
land, agreeably to the Said requisition. 


The Commissioners appointed by the Governor of the twenty 
sixth day of July last, this day reported to the Governor that 
the whole residue of the artificial or turnpike road in Wayne 
and Luzerne Counties beginning at the Western end of that 
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part thereof heretofore licensed for receiving toll and extend- 
ing to the North line of the State in the Great bend of the 
River Susquehanna, being a distance of twenty five Miles, and 
two hundred and seventy four perches and an half of a 
perch is Made and executed in a Complete and Workmanlike 
Manner according to the true intent and Meaning of the Act 
of Assembly, dated the twenty ninth day of March 1814 
whereupon the Governor this day granted a license to erect 
so Many gates or turnpikes upon and across the portion of 
the said road, so Made and executed as aforesaid as will be 
Necessary and sufficient to Collect the tolls and duties by the 
said Act granted to the said Company from all persons travel- 
ling on the same, with Horses, Cattle Carts and Carriages.

The forfeiture of one hundred dollars, incurred by John 
Butt in the County of Adams in January one thousand eight 
hundred and ten for non appearance, at the then Court of 
Quarter Session, whereby his recognizance became forfeited 
was this day remitted by the Governor. 

The Governor this day received information that a certain 
Peter Thomas, alias Peter Dummey who is charged with fo«e- 
nication and bastardy Committed in the County of Adams, in 
this Commonwealth, hag fled from justice into the State of 
Ohio, whereupon the Governor wrote a letter to the Governor

A Pardon was this day granted by the Governor to Mahala 
Atkinson who was convicted of Murder in the first degree, 
and sentenced by the Court of Oyer and Terminer and General 
Jail Delivery of the County of Fayette on the third day of 
August, one thousand eight hundred and eleven to be hanged 
by the Neck until she be dead—Said pardon granted in com- 
pliace with a recommendation from ten of the Jury before 
whom she was tried, and also from a Number of other very 
respectable inhabitants of the Said County.

His Excellency, the Governor of the State of Pennsylvania. 
The Message from the Governor was in the following words. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives. 


. I have directed the Secretary of the Commonwealth, to lay 
before you a copy of an act of the Legislature of the State 
of New Jersey, ratifying on the part of that State, a proposed 
amendment to the Constitution of the United States, from re- 
ceiving any title of nobility, or pension, from any foreign 
power :—Copies of proceedings had in the Supreme Court, 
relative to the cases adverted to in my communication of the 
oth inst; not having been furnished with the opinion of the 
Court at large as respects those cases, I having taken the 
liberty of laying before you, a copy of the opinion of the Court, 
given in a case of a similar nature.—Copies of a report of 
the Commissioners, appointed by the Act of Assembly of 
April 24, 1811, for the purpose of reviewing what are commonly 
called, the Northern and Southern routes for a turnpike road 
from Harrisburg to Pittsburg—a draught of said routs has 
been deposited in the Secretary’s Office.—Also a copy of a law 
of the State of New York, and, of a letter from the Com- 
missioners appointed by that law, for the consideration of 
all matters relating to a contemplated canal navigation, be- 
tween the great Lakes and Hudson river. By the latter papers 
you will perceive the enterprising spirit of that State, has 
not abated. That she is now the first state in the Union, as 
to population, may be fairly ascribed to the very liberal sup- 
port she has given to the public improvements. Her success, 
I confidently hope, will awaken a laudable spirit of emulation 
in the Legislature of Pennsylvania.

Upon the notification of the President and Managers of the 
Company for making a Turnpike Road from Philadelphia 
through Frankford and Bristol to Morrisville on the River 
Delaware, to the Governor that the fifth section thereof is 
perfected, Isaac Hicks, John Hinsey, and John Mott were ap- 
pointed and commissioned to view and examine the said 
section and report with all convenient dispatch under their 
respective hands and seals whether the same has been fully 
executed and made agreeably to the Act of the Assembly 
authorising the same passed the twenty fourth day of March 
one thousand eight hundred and three. 

Under the authority of an Act of the General Assembly

written by the Governor, to the Governor of the said State of 
New York requesting that he will be pleased to cause the 
Said Fugitive to be delivered up to William Barthing who 
has been appointed an Agent on the part of this Common- 
wealth to receive the said Fugitive and bring him into this 
State for trial—agreeably to the Act of Congress in such 
case made and provided. 

The following appointments were this day made by the 
Governor Vizt—William Moulder to be a Justice of the peace 
in and for the district numbered four; composed of the 
Townships of the Northern Liberties in the County of Phila- 
delphia. 

Jared Ingersoll to be Attorney General of the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania in the room of Richard Rush whose 
resignation of that Office was accepted on the twelfth instant, 
by the Governor. 

A warrant was drawn by the Governor on the State Treas- 
urer this day for the sum of Twenty three hundred and ninety 
one dollars, and one cent, in favour of The Reverend Thomas 
Iedlie Birch in trust, and for the use of the Children of 
Isabella Simpson, or to his order the sum of two thousand 
three hundred and ninety one dollars and one cent being the 
Sum awarded by Arbitrators in favour of the said Children 
in a suit brought against the Commonwealth for compensation 
for certain land within the seventeen Townships of the County 
of Luzerne taken from them under the provisions of the ninth 
section of an Act of the General Assembly passed the sixth 
day of April, in the year one thousand eight hundred and two, 
including the sum of twenty one dollars and one cent costs 
of suit.

The Secretary of the Commonwealth this day in compliance 
with the directions of the fourth section of the Act of Gen- 
eral Assembly of this Commonwealth, passed the twenty sixth 
day of March, one thousand eight hundred and ten, informed 
the two Houses of the Legislature by a letter addressed 
to the Speaker of each House that sixty thousand eight hun- 
dred dollars were invested in the stock of the Bank of Penn-

I have a well-grounded reason, to believe, that my zealous 
efforts have not been unsuccessful; because they have received 
the approbation of a free and enlightened community. My 
re-election and the circumstances attending it, fill my heart 
with gratitude, and produce a more perfect, and entire de- 
votion, if possible of all my faculties to the service of the 
people, who have thus honourably distinguished me. I am 
Sensible that my personal merits have contributed but little 
to the concertation of the public suffrage. A faithful ad- 
herence to republican principles....an earnest desire to pro- 
mote the public prosperity, and a general coincidence of 
opinion upon public measures, with the Representatives of 
the people, united to a cordial co-operation with them in all 
their efforts, to promote the public weal, are the true causes 
of the unanimity, which has been so happily manifested at 
the late general election. 

We are, fellow-citizens, placed in authority, at a momentous 
period in our national history. The storm of war, which has 
been desolating the old world, howls along our coasts, and 
hovers over our inhabitants. 


Whether it may be dispelled, or descend upon us, in all 
its fury, remains undetermined. The representatives of all 
the people of the several States are now in council. They 
have access to the best sources of information, as to the con- 
duct of the belligerents. They well know the sentiments of 
their constituents, and we may safely rely on their wisdom 
and patriotism, faithfully to discharge the trust reposed in 
them, 


If they should determine, that we have not only exhausted 
the cup of forbearance, but tasted of that humiliation, and 
that our only hope of having our wrongs redressed, and our 
rights respected, and of holding our equal rank among the 
nations of the earth, is by an appeal to the last resort ; 
then let us, as citizens and public functionaries, manfully pre- 
pare to do our duty. Let the voice of faction be heard no 
more; but let every arm be raised to defend the rights and 
liberties, and maintain the independence of the only free 
people upon the earth. Let us differ, (if we must differ) 
about men, or minor political questions; let us however, he 
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unanimous in our measures against the common enemy. Let 
the sword and shield be uplifted by the nation, ag a band 
of brothers and freemen, who having a righteous and common 
cause, are determined that neither art nor intrigue, force 
or fraud, shall induce them to abandon the common standard, 
upon which impressed the glorious motto of “Virtue, Liberty, 
and Independence.” With such determinations we shall be as 
invincible as our cause ‘is just and sacred. 

Again, permit me, though faintly, to express to you and 
through you, to all my fellow-citizens the gratitude I feel 
for the distinguished manner of my re-election; to renew the 
assurances of my devotedness to the promotion of the hap- 
piness of our common country ; and to assure you of my good 
wishes for your personal welfare.

I am instructed by the President of the United States to 
call upon the Executives of the several States to take effectual 
measures to organize arm and equip according to law, and 
hold in readiness to march at a moments warning their re- 
spective proportions of One hundred thousand Militia Officers 
included by virtue of an Act of Congress passed the 10th in- 
stant, entitled “An Act to authorize a Detachment from the 
Militia of the United States. 
. This, therefore is to require of your Excellency to take 
effectual measures for having Fourteen thousand of the Militia 
of Pennsylvania, (being her quota) detached and duly or- 
ganized in Companies, Battalions, Regiments, Brigades and 
Divisions, within the shortest period that circumstances will 
permit,—and as near as possible in the following proportions 
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of Artillery, Cavalry and Infantry, Vizt One twentieth part 
of Artillery; one twentieth part of Cavalry; and the residue 
Infantry. 

There will however, be no objection on the part of the 
President of the United States, to the admission of a proportion 
of Riflemen, duly organized in distinct corps and not exceeding 
one tenth part of the whole quota of the States respectively. 

Each corps should be properly armed and equipped for 
actual service. 

When the detachment and organization shall have been ef- 
fected, the respective corps will be excercised under the officers 
set over them but will not remain embodied, or be considered 
as in Actual service until by subsequent orders they shall be 
directed to take the Field. 

Your Excellency will please to direct that correct muster 
Rolls and inspection Returns be made of the several corps ; 
and that copies thereof be transmitted to this department as 
early as possible.

General Orders. 
Harrisburg, May 12, 1812. 


The President of the United States having, in conformity 
to an Act of Congress, required a draft of 14,000 men, as the 
quota of Pennsylvania towards the detachment of 100,000 
militia, the Governor is desirous with promptitude, to perform 
all the Guties which the Constitution and laws, principle and 
patriotism, assign him. He feels his high responsibility. He 
knows the ardent heart—warm zeal of the Pennsylvania 
militia; and his sensibilities are alive to the honor of his 
Country. 

The revolution of America, that great and mighty struggle 
which issued in giving to the United States that place among 
the powers of the earth, to which the laws of nature and 
nature’s God entitled them, had scarcely been consummated 
when the King, over whom we had been triumphant, began 
an invasion of our rights and property, which has almost un- 
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interruptedly been continued, and yearly aggravated in kind 
and in degree. Remonstrance has followed remonstrance, but 
they “have been only answered by repeated injury,” and new 
outrage. Their promises—their written engagements—their 
plighted faith—have all been wantonly violated. These wrongs 
have been so long endured, that our motives have been mis- 
taken, and our national character misrepresented. Our for- 
bearance has been called cowardice—our love of peace, a 
slavish fear to encounter the dangers of war. We know that 
these representations have no foundation in truth; but it is 
time that our enemies—that our friends—that the, world, 
should know we are not degenerated sons of gallant sires. 

For nearly thirty years we have been at peace with all thé 
Nations of the earth. The gales of prosperity, and the full 
tide of happiness, have borne us along: while the storm of 
war has been desolating the greater part of the civilized 
world, and inundated it with the bitter waters of affliction. 
All the means, which wisdom and patriotism could devise, have 
been in vain resorted to, in the hope of preserving peace. 
The cup of patience—of humiliation and long suffering, has 
been filled to overflowing; and the indignant arm of an in- 
jured people must be raised to dash it to the earth, and grasp 
the avenging sword. 

In the cultivation of the éarth, and in manufacturing and 
transporting its products, the people of the United States 
have been honestly, usefully, and harmlessly employed, and for 
many years have been feeding the nation, whose navy “has 
plundered our seas, ravaged our coasts, and destroyed the 
lives of our people.” Our ability and disposition to serve them 
has whetted their commercial jealousy and monopolising ani- 
mosity. 

It is our property that has been plundered—it is our rights 
that have been invaded—it is the persons of our friends, 
relatives and countrymen, that have been “taken captive on 
the high seas,” and constrained “to bear arms against their 
country; to become the executioners of their friends and 
brethren, or to fall themselves by their hands.” It is our flag 
that has been bathed in our waters—made red with the blood 
of our fellow-citizens. Every gale from the ocean wafts to 
our ears the sighs—the groans of our impressed seamen, de- 
manding retribution. It is our homes and firesides that have 
been invaded by “the merciless Indian savages” who have been 
instigated to polute our sacred soil with hostile feet, and 
tomahawk our citizens reposing in peace in the bosom of our 
country. The seeds of discord have been sown amongst our 
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people by an accredited Spy of the British Government at a 
time too when the relation of peace and anmity were sub- 
sisting between our own and that government, founded on re- 
iterated assurances from them of national esteem and friend- 
ship. 

If ever a nation had justifiable cause of war, that nation is 
the United States. If ever a people had motives to fight we 
are the people. Our government, the watchful guardians of 
our welfare, have sounded the alarm—they have called upon 
us to gird on our swords and be ready to go forth and meet 
our enemies. Let us hasten to obey the government of our 
choice, and rally round the constituted authorities of the Union. 
Let an honorable zeal glow in our bosoms, as we eagerly 
press forward to render our services. It would give the Goy- 
ernor inexpressible satisfaction, if Pennsylvania would vol- 
unteer her quota. May each State animate the others, and 
every citizen act as if the public weal—the national honor and 
independence, rested upon his single arm. The example of 
the heroes and Statesmen of our revolution, and the rich in- 
heritance their courage and wisdom achieved, cannot fail to 
urge all who love their country, to flock around her standard.— 
upborne by the right hands of freemen, planted in the sacred 
soil their valor won and consecrated by a righteous cause :— 
this nation may well go forth “with a firm reliance on the 
protection of Divine Providence,” and a conscious belief that 
the arm of the Lord of Hosts, the strength of the Mighty One 
of Israel will be on our side. 

The last appeal being now to be made, by an injured and 
indignant nation; it remains for the Militia and Volunteers 
of Pennsylvania, by a prompt co-operation with her sister 
states, to render efficient the measures which are or may 
liereafter be adopted by the United States’ government. 

The Adjutant General is charged with the necessary or- 
ganization of the quota of the State, conformably to the fol- 
lowing plan :— 

Ist There shall forthwith be drafted, in the manner pre- 
scribed by law, 14,000 militia, officers and privates, to be 
formed into two Divisions, four brigades, and twenty two 
regiments, 

The offer of service to the Governor of any flank company 
or companies, attached to any regiment, of a number equal 
io the number of militia required to be drafted from such 
regiment, may be accepted in substitution of such draft from 
the regiment. 

The corps of Artillery, Cavalry, riflemen and Infantry, shall 
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be in the following general proportions, as nearly as prac- 

ticable.

The quotas of the several divisions of the State shall be 
formed into two divisions for the present service. 

The quotas of the first, second, third, fourth, fifth, sixth 
and- seventh divisions of the state, shall form the first division 
for service under the command of Major General Isaac Worrell, 
a Brigadier from the first division, and a Brigadier General 
from the third division of the State. . 

The quotas of the eighth, ninth, tenth, eleventh, twelfth, 
thirteenth, fourteenth, fifteenth and sixteenth divisions of the 
state, shall form the second division for service, under the 
command of Major General, Adamson Tannehill, with a Brig- 
udier General from the second division, and a Brigadier Gen- 
eral from the fourth division of the State. 

34 The men shall be mustered and inspected as soon as 
the drafts are made, and without delay returns shall be made 
to Adjutant General, who shall thereupon transmit copies to 
the Secretary at War. 

When the organization of the detachment shall be effected, 
the respective corps will be exercised under the officrs set over 
them—Dratted militia, by their proper officers; Volunteers, 
as prescribed by law. The corps (either of drafted militia 
or of volunteers) will not remain embodied, nor be considered 
as in actual service, until by subsequent orders they are di- 
rected to take the field.
